'was sucre-wfully played, nor ever can be. 
There never wax a man that lived live 
years in a community that was not gen- 
erally appraised at all ho was worth. 


A bad character pass itself off for a 


good ono! As we.ll might a foul stench 
try and pass itself off as a grateful per- 
fume. A bad character will stain through 
all rosewood amiabilities mahoganizccl 
manners, anil slio« tin- vulgar weed. 


_ No one ever did or could "steal the 
livery of heavrn In serve the devil in," 
but what it wii* soon discovered that the 
garment did not fit him or he did not 
know how to wear it naturally. 


.Reputation, then, is the shadow of 


character, and the shadow cannot long 
impose upon any one unless it is the re- 
flection of real and substantial worthi- 
ness. And thru, a jjoocl moral character 
is one thnt will always redeem a bad rep* 
utation. It will sometimes happen Unit 
men will get a Itad reputation when they 
do not deserve it. Then- me few men 
who have driven tlicir plans of business 
and ambition over the rough world and 
tot got a little splashed with mud. 


One glance at the stage horses and tite 


driver and you can tell tho condition of 
the roads. So men will bear the marks 
of the hard struggles they have had to 
encounter on their way to place and 
power. To some exteut'this is unavoid- 
able. 


There is your stern positive man, who 


possesses the pluck, and grit, nnd inde- 
pendence to hurl unpalatable facts and 
disagreeable truths through the subter- 
fuges nnd duplicities of political plat- 
forms, tho bigotry of the church and the 
tinseled «ham» of society. 


Think you he will have an easy time 


of it? 
Why, tho whole kennel of prud- 


eries, cheats nnd frauds will begin to 
bark nnd bite. Men will go deliberately 
to work to crush him under some dead- 
fall of destruction and lies. The reader 
is very lucky, who in the world of labor, 
skill and invention has never met a rival 
that has tried to drive him over by main 
strength and, failing in this, has sought 
to rum him by placing sorno obstruction 
upon his track. 


Who has never felt the lash of the 


scurrilous tongue? Who has never hnd 
his best motives suspiciously scrutinized?

A marriage performed in England af- 


ter 12 o'clock is not an some suppose, 
invalid, but any clergyman officiating is 
subject to severe penalties.

The old custom of marrying under the 
gallows, to save life, seems to have been 
the most romantic of all forms of tying 
tho knot.

marry under the gallowa a person con- 
demned to death, the criminal might 
thereby be saved from execution. An 
old English ballad tells the story of a 
merchant of Chichester who was thua 
saved from hanging by a lovely maiden, 
and in 1784, at New York, a man actual- 
ly in this way escaped death. Pinkerton 
tells the story of a criminal who refused 
marriage at the foot of the gallows, and 
preferred death. The event has been 
celebrated in rhyme, more forcible than 
polite: 


There wai a victim in a cart, 
One day for to be hanged, 
And his reprieve was granted. 
And the curt made for tostanu. 


"Come, marry a wife and save your life,' 
The Judge aloud did cry, 
" Oh, why should I corrupt my life?"

department, where they are shaped to fit 
the frames. 


This is accomplished by a machine of 


extreme delicacy. Each piece of glass 
is put separately upon a rest, when a din 
niond is brought to boar upon it, moving 
in the form of an oval, thus cutting the 
desired size; but tho edges aro rough and 
sharp, and must be beveled. 


For this purpose they pass into another 


set of hands, mostly girls, who have 
charge of the grindstones, which are 
about six inches in thickness. Each op- 
erator is provided with a ruage; the glass 
is taken between the forefinger and thumb 
and held sideways to produce half the 
desired bevel: When this'is attained it 
in again turned and the other side of the 
bevel completed. During this procc.ss it 
is constantly guaged in order to ascertain 
that the frame will close upon it without 
too much pressure, which would break 
the lens.

subjected is that of "focusing," and re- 
'jiiires extreme care.

A few things 
comprehend the rest. "To learn to make 
a painted wagon," it has been said, " is 
almost to cover the field of tho mechanic 
arts. 


To draw a wagon upon paper in whole 


and in working parts, to build and finish 
the wood work, to forge and file the iron 
work, to go through all the joining of 
one and the welding and adaption of the 
other, to smooth and paint the surface, 
is to achieve a preparation for almost 
any trade, involving construction from 
similar materials. It is not so complica- 
ted and difficult a matter as onu would 
at first suppose."
